That the 
Pew entire the intended Blcw, by the diſrotery 
cf the Deſign and the bafling the Invaſion. by 
the ludden and ſurprizing appearance of ſuch q 
Mighty Power upon the C oats, were ſuch Stabbing 
ſtrokes, fuch Damn'd ill accidents, rhat they 
cou'd never be retriev d | That he was inevita- 
bly ruin'd !

And that he himſelf, 
even th2 Great (and once thought Invincible) 
Lewis, muſt, and wou d ſoon fall a Sacrifice to 
his implacable Enemies!

Two days after Lewis /e Perit (for fo hence-

This, and a great deal more, has been alledg- 
ed by himſelf, and his Miniſters, to the Em- 
baſladors, Envoys and Reſidents of the feve- 
ral Princes in Neutrality, tho' with little ſuc- 
ccſs; for they believe, nay, now know the 
contrary.
